THE SWINE INDUSTRY. 
Soma SMtvlllac utf IntarMtlo* tl g w w ii. 

For tbe past flfty yean swioe have 
bean grown in this oonntry for market 
purposes, and sine) the beginning tbe 
industry has bean oonslaatly growUf, 
nntil now it has naohed a point in 
mngiiitade which la quite utonlahing 
to those who have aarer batora had .t 
briiiight to their notice. Forty years 
ago the pi'oduro of the country was 
only about 2,0(XI,n(K) a year. In 1868 
tlio number roooived at the Chicago 
market alone was U(il.7'16; in 1875 the 
iiuiiibnrwas ;),912.11U, and In 1884 it 
"US 7,i).'i;i,.H.'>5. Kst muting the moder- 
ate price of ♦»* i>er m ad. the value of 
the hogs received at Chicago last year 
WAS f t;!,iilS,7)l6, This represents only 
a portion of hogs sold during the past 
year. Kansas City, ('ineinnati. Mllwatt- 
aei: and other imu knis lia\ ng bad Com- 
paratively incrcosod receipts. 

That the pork-packing instltut'ons of 
this eoontiy are of maoH more magni- 
tmle mav bo seen from the following 
tignre.s: 'I'he number (if hogs packed in 
the West during tho winter season 
1884^ wasS.460,;i4O, which cost an av- 
erage of $4.39 per hundred pounds, and 
with their average weight of 266.51 
pounds their total eoit was $67,480. 
:m. The value of tho pork products 
exported during the calenaar year of 
18HI was 9fi9,663.!)61. I'hese figures 
are supplied by tlw Qnclnnaii mes- 
rurri'iit, and may be eotfsldeM in- 
thcntlo. 

Tho same industry is growing in other 
ways tlinn in tignres. Uiiring the past 
twenty years inlolligont and enorgot o 
mou have g vcn much time and atton 
lion to Iho d.ivolopnient of that part of 
the hiisin(!ss portft'nliig to the raising 
and faltening of swico, and as a result 
of their labors wo iiave to-d ly not only 
improved broods of swine, but wo have 
a more thorough, sciciitilie uianiigo- 
iiiont In tlit'ir produt^toii, lli-ttor sys- 
toms of feoding aud fattening have been 
devised, which tend to lessen labor as 
Well OS Ilie quantity of food consumed, 
and oom-oquontly the oost ot prQdno- 
t on. which is in the ease of swfne one 
oi the price-making (acts. 

'J'he larger porlioa of hogs are pro- 
'liieod in tTio Stales of Ohio. Indiana. 
Ifinnis. Iowa. Kansas, Nebraska, Mln- 
iiosotii, Micliigau anil Wisconsin, and 
in some uf thoM Slates tbe production 
s on a scale that is surprisin(^ individ- 
ual farmers and stock rai.4ors not un- 
tie piently rais no; and shipping to mar- 
ket l(l4U,t)00 worth of liogs in a year. 
The average weij^ht uf hogs shipped to 
niarkel is alinnt j!UO pound-i. Ihere is 
ruoiu (or improvement in this particu- 
lar, and tho time will oime when by 
niorj care in breuding and feed ng this 
average will be increased tifly pounds 
withuut additional costtolhopiodueer. 
'J'lie prospective supply of hogs is about 
IS largo a3 at tliis tiir.e lost year, and 
it would doubtless bo larger if large 
losses had not resultoJ (rom tho rav- 
ages of cholera during tho past w utcr. 
liogs are born in tbe spring and in 
the fall, and as they are usually ready 
(or the market at a year old the supply 
is naturally largest nt these seasons. 
Aocording to tho statistics of the Ue- 
partmont oi Agriculture the number uf 
Kwliie in the United States is estimated 
It 4A,148,60U, an inorease of about 2,- 
OUO.OOO over the previous year. This

An iron bar has been driven through 
the brain, with a considerable loss of 
brain snb.stanee. anil yet no permanent 
harm has come tn I mdy or to mind 
Tbu fact is, while a mere prick in 
partictilar part of the brain (the me 
dulla oblongata) may caiise death, tho 
gn at bulk o( the brain is exd'oilingly 
tnlcrant of many Inrnis of injury. 

Kven the heart is much more tnleraiit 
than is generally thought. Tho physi- 
cian may thrust his fine instrument 
tlirough it with safety. An insane 
woman sought to kill herself hv iiiiire- 
ing it with a hairpin, but wholly f.iileit 
nf her i>uriinsc. altlinii^li tlic )iin inter- 
fered with tho natural movomenlsuf the 
hoaii .

however, and the physician was again 
summoned and adinini.'.tered Ihe 
nsual remedies besides bleeding the 
patient, and Mr, llondricks again 
expressed hiinseli as being greatly 
relieved. He remalued In, bU room 
all the afternoon, oeeasiobaHy rising 
from his bed, to which he was com- 
pelled to return bv the recurrence of 
the abdominal pains. To aU' callers 
who came, and they were numerous, 
he sent word that he was indisposed, 
but would be glad to sec them to- 
morrow. About i:'.iO o'clock Mrs 
Hendricks, who had been at his bed' 
side all day, went down into the par- 
lor to see a caller w ho had come to 
msiilt with her regarding the .ill'airs 
of a reformatory iiislilution, of which 
she was one of the managers, and she 
remained with him about twenty 
minutes. Tom, a colored serveiit, and 
Harry Morgan, Mr. Hendricks' neph- 
ew and page in Washington, re- 
mained with him. The servant wont 
out and Mr. Morgan stayed. Mr. 
Hendricks tosseu uneasily in his bed 
and complained of great pain, 
but suddenly it seemed tft eeue and 
he said to his nephew : 

I AM FUKH AT LAST, 

send fur Kliza," moaning his wife, 
and these were his last words, for the 
young man not i-eallzing the urgonc;^ 
of (he message, did not deliver it at 
once. Just before 5 o'clock Mrs. 
Hendricks came into the room and 
fonud that ber, husband : ,it^dead. 
Tlie end of a long and eventfbl life 
had come peacefully and quietly. 
He lay in the bed outside of the cov- 
ering, only partially disrobed, with 
his eyes half closed as if he were in a 
gentle sleep ; on his face there were 
no traces of pain or sull'ering, but a 
pallor had come over it, that indica- 
ted only too plainly that he had 
passed away. 

Mr. Hendricks died in his private 
clianiber, a largo comfortable room, 
in which he did the most of bis work. 
Near bis bedside was a ease contain- 
ing legal and political works, and on 
his desk were his papers, memoranda 
and a large number of letters, which 
had been allowed (o accumulate 
without answering in the last two 
or three days, 

Dr. Thompson saya that in liis 
opinion Mr. Hendricks died of pa- 
ralysis of the brain, and there will 
probably be a post mortem exainiua- 
(ion (0 establish what the disease was. 
tVir several years be had not beeu a 



robust man, and was subject to fre- 
quent "bad spells," as he called tbcin, 
during which ho would bo prustrat- 
e<i somelllncs for days at a time. 

His donicsllc relations were of the 
most pleasant character and Mrs. 
Hendricks, wlio is a brilliant and ac- 
complished woman, was of great aid 
to him in his polllical career, as she 
h.id largo and varied Inlbrmallon 
and excellent judgment, liesidcs be- 
ing greatly ambitious for her hus- 
band's political advancement. Since 
her husband's serious attack (wo 
years ago both of Iheui have been ap- 
proheiisive of a piuUleii end of his 
life, ar.,1 lln' aitachment between 
them has grown very sirong, almost 
seniinieiitally so.

Only a few 
days ago, in a confldentlal talk with 
a friend, he said : "The newspapers 
say I am a candidate fur President 
iii 1888, but it is not true. I shall not 
be a citudldate .under any clrcum- 
s(auce*.

Tlio Western Tobacco Journal 
makoa the following summary of the 
cbaracter audcomlitlon of tbepresout 
loaf tobacco crop : 

Tlio Whit-) Uiuley oiilpiit ia con 
Kiilcrably less lh;in ili.' If^^l I'l'oPi but 
it is much below an aveiago. There 
ii in it more than the usual quantity 
ofaefecte, as the drought has madi 
much of it poor in body and small ii 
size, and the fear of frost occa.'-ioiu i 
tlio cutting of a conside-able quantity 
of green tobacco, which, of course, 
can not mako good tobacco. Besides, 
grass-hoppers did BOinedBmagr, anil 
big veined leaf is not uncommon 
Also the curing in some sections 
not turning out as well as was ox 
peeled. In fuel, wo think llie While 
Hurley crop in both Kenlucky and 
Ohio will bo disappointing to many 
aud'Wlll show a rather small quantity 
of really good leaf. Trash and low 
irrade leaf and lugs will be plentiful 
' enoiigli to warrant liberal export! to 
foi'uign markets. 

The dark nianulaclurlng and ex 
port types are probably larger 
volume tlian iaHt year, hut will aUu 
show a puur average in quality, ex- 
ccptiug ill Missouri, where a good 
crop has been galliered. In llie 
Uumberlaud district of Kentucky 
Uiere is an increased yield, and the 
oliaracter and body of leaf ia fairly 
gooil, but in other parts matters are 
not as favorable, the dry weather 
liurtiiliug Ihe yield and weakening 
the character and body of the leaf, 
especially in the llopkiusville and 
Clarksvillo districts, where really 

Sood, heavy, long leaf will be scarce, 
[either will the Green Kivcr or 
Uweniboroand Henderson districts 
yield an average, either In quantity 
or quality. Tlic I'adiicali dialricl is 
comenhat better as to quantity. In 
TeMtfeiei exiieptinK'in the Clarks- 
TllJI|«KtNtt« good yield has been 
otiipned, and the (|iialiiy is notliin); 
toDeuhamed of, but theru will be 
more than tlie usual qnanlity of 
lower grades. 

As to prices, little can he said at 
present, except tliBt if ttie trade wish 
gorfd l*af, they c«ti not expect to get 
it in any type below present prico^ 
and there is a cliaiice for an impiovi^ 
meut, especially if an active trade 
tpriugs lip early next year.

Wo hope to 
again see this favorite county come 
way ahead in this respect iioxl year 
She certainly docs now, in the ncal 
uiul workmanlike inaniicr in which 
these lots show it to have been hand 
led. 

We can make no chanjfe In our 
quolalious and we do not iiow4>e- 
lieve that any change will be made 
either for better or worse, Ibis sid- 
of tlie ilrst of January, perhaps miicli 
later.
